Modern methods of education have left the majority of you men 
with one absorbing amhition for some one purpose which will end 
in one of two ways—exhausted vitality, shattered nerves with all 
their concomitant effects in the wav of impatience. selfish indulgence, 
and imdifterence, —everything which does not tend toward relief 
trom pain and ennu1, or phlegmatic, self satisfied, stupid fac-similes 
of herbaceous animals; and have left even more of the women 
restless, physically unfit for the marital relations, psvchically sens1- 
tive, intensely 1dealistic, impractical, full of longings for the realiza- 
tion of 1deals, and as a rule both men and women 1gnorant of or 
Selfishly indifferent to the crving needs of each other; unable to 
Sense and respond to the cry each soul 1s making to the other for 
help and sustenance, for understanding and svmpathy. 

No third. person can aid in establisching hatmony hetween the 
man and woman - who has reached such a <tage of dissatisfaction 
for they would not accept the offices ot snch an one, their own selt- 
esteem or their 1dealistic illugons would have thrown $such a 
glamour over their mentality it would seem to degrade them to 
Iisten to and profit from the experience of another. Theretore they 
are thrown back upon their own <soul's integrity tor the power to 
Stand still when the waves of discontent, disappomntment, ungrati- 
hed passion and longing race over their personalities, unless they 
have heen wise enough to cherish with never ceasing care and

Stant reminders of 1ts existence and fragile nature, frequent cleans- 
ings with the pure water of Spiritual communings. 

Ah! ve men and women, what else in all the wide universe save 
the unselfish devoted love of wife or husband can give vou strength 
to face the terrible reality that to live as mortal 1s to sufter con- 
tinuouslv ; to =uffer in joy as to suffer in pain—constant unremit- 
ting suffering. Not even in sleep. the twin of death, to find entire 
w1rcease. Save in such hours of utter negation as are those which 
literally blot out life, for the time being, for snuch 1s the law ot 
mortal life, and no man may successfully appeal from its judgments. 
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Not until man has truunphed over mortal hte by means of the 
flames tanned mto burning trom that one spark which 1s transferred 
to the hearts of man and woman from the Heart of God, in the hour 
of union, can give final release trom <suttering, for love alone can 
tnlhl the law, love tounded on mutual respect, and grounded in 
mutual torbearance.

The man must recognize these facts and not permit material 
conditions and circumstances to kill out in him the feminine qual- 
ties which would enable him to understand the nature of the woman 
he has married, and <0 be capable of giving her of the nourishment 
her <oul craves from him in order to hve and grow. 

The woman must recognize the fact that 1t.1s equally necessary 
for her to cultivate the masculine qualities of the soul, and $0 be 
able to comprehend the character of the struggle for material 
Supremacy which is implanted in the masculine aspect of lite; 
otherwise it will be impossthle for her to understand the effect of 
that struggle on the finer parts of the nature of the man she has 
married, and 0 help him to balance the two s1des of his nature $0 
tar as $he 1s able.

[ft the woman's happimess denen«s alone upon constant outer 
manitestations of affection, and of interest in her pursuits, and the 
man s happiness depends upon an intelligent understanding of his 
Imtations and diftculties, there 1s no posstÞþle hope for a termina- 
tion of their marital woes. Poth parties must he hrought to the 
conSideration and adoption of a code of mutual forbearance, and a 
mutnal respect tor the-rights and privileges of each other hefore a 
common eround of under<tanding can be formed. 

()f course vou will understand. I am not now constdering those 
Sad cases where one or both have lost all regard and respect for the 
laws of God and man, and the hfe of one has hecome a hell hecause 
of the acts of the other, and bhoth are therefor drifting onto the 
rocks of life. | am only pointing ont some of the causes which 
have wrecked <0 many lives that might have heen passed in cir- 
cumstances which would have paid up some bad karma and enabled 
those <0 Situated to find the complementary parts of themselves 1m 
another life cvcle with much more ease than would have been 
possthle with a mass of more recently made evil karma. 

As long as either man or woman 1s wecdded to the 1dea that 
personal happiness on the phyvsical plane 1s the end and aim of hte 
instead of the fulfillment of duty, all chance of happiness will fly 
away like a bird on the wing; while the fultllment of duty will at
